Tony Cass, with an assist from Brian Raines 
and Roger Serrott, gave a presentation on 
Walking Liberty Half Varieties and Oddities. 

Brian is co-author, along with Kevin Flynn, of 
Treasure Hunting Walking Liberty Half Dollars 
($24.95). 

Tony said Walkers, next to Standing Liberty 
quarters, are his favorite series. He’s the only 
person I know to have ever found a 1938-D 
half dollar in circulation. He found his, an XF 
piece, in 1958. 

Tony displayed several pieces, including a 
1944-D half with hand-engraved designer’s 
initials on the back. The initials were 
accidentally polished off and reengraved by 
the mint staff. Brian said the mint staff tried to 
compensate for ‘‘overzealous die polishers,” 
but the effort created initials ‘‘in opposite relief 
to what thay’re supposed to be.” 

Tony said new varieties keep popping up. ‘‘No 
matter how many books are out there, you're 
going to find something different. Brian said he 
knows of two varieties - 1918-S with an extra 
ray and 1929-S with a double die obverse - that 
are not in his owti book.
